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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: bit-mapped data is indeed received from the 
peripheral (network) device by way of intermediate processing of text format (e.g. ASCII) for conversion into bit-mapped OSD data. That 
bit-mapped data is combined with TV programming as an overlaid presentation through element 140 on screen 150. Claims 1, 7 and 10 
do not specifically require that a peripheral device directly generates bit-mapped data. Applicant should note the three additional 
references as they all disclose a peripheral device providing bit-mapped data to be combined with video data. .
